Students  are  warned  that  the 
recent  proclamation  issued  by 
the  city  commission  at  the  re- 
commendation of  the  city  physi- 
cian against  all  dancing  parties 
includes  the  university  in  its 
scope,  and  all  school,  social  unil 
and  club  parties  are  automati- 
cally cancelled  until  further 
notice.

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ROMNEY  NEEDS  HELP 

Brigham  Young  university’s 
football  team  this  season  finished 
its  schedule  with  the  greatest  re- 
cord any  Cougar  team  has  ever 
made  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
conference. 

All  hats  are  off  to  Coach  Ottj 
Romney,  and  justly  so.  The  cagey 
Cougar  mentor  pulled  his  team 
to  victory  in  every  contest  with 
the  exception  of  the  Utah  tussle, 
and  with  more  luck  in  the  sche- 
dule might  have  made  an  after- 
noon much  more  interesting  for 
them. 

But  even  records  such  as  that 
made  this  year  must  be  forgotten, 
and  immediate  plans  made  for 
the  future.  Eleven  regulars  and 
near-regulars  are  lost  to  the 
squad  for  next  season. 

The  sophomores  who  proved 
such  a bulwark  of  strength  on 
this  year’s  team  had  the  benefit 
of  excellent  “fundamentals”  in- 
struction last  year  with  a suffi- 
ciently; large  and  capable  staff  of 
coaches.  This  season’s  frosh 
squad  has  not  had  such  instruc- 
tion due  to  the  necessity  of  Coach 
“Buck”  Dixon  handling  the 
squad  alone.  No  one  man  can 
give  the  personal  instruction 
newcomers  to  college  football 
need. 

So  next  year  Romney  goes  in- 
to another  stiff  season  with  many 
vacancies  to  fill  with  greenlings 
who  have  not  had  sufficient  train- 
ing in  football  fundamentals. 

It  seems  high  time  that  some 
help  should  be  given  Romney 
with  the  varsity  squad,  and  why 
shouldn’t  some  former  Cougar 
satellite  be  given  such  a position? 
Romney  specializes  in  coaching 
of  the  backfield  and  there  are 
no  details  he  misses  there.  So 
the  prospective  list  narrows  down 
to  men  who  have  come  under  his 
training  and  have  played  for 
Young  as  linemen. 

There  is  Andy  Dastrup,  said 
by  “Navy  Bill”  Saunders,  Colo- 
rado university  coach,  to  be  one 
of  the  best  linemen  he  has  seen 
in  this  conference.  Dastrup  was 
one  of  the  men  on  the  frosh 
coaching  staff  last  year  and  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  teach- 
ings absorbed  by  his  students 
who  became  varsity  bulwarks 
this  fall. 

Then  there  is  Keith  Wangs- 
gard,  1931  Cougar  captain,  who 
is  now  coaching  a junior  high 
school  team  in  Ogden.

There  is  Eddie 
Kimball,  former  Cougar  end,  who 
has  produced  such  exceptional 
teams  at  Jordan  high  and  Sterl- 
ing Harris,  Tooele  high  coach, 
who  has  sent  so  many  good 
players  to  Young.  Other  pro- 
spects could  be  named,  but  the 
fact  remains  that  Romney  will 
need  help  next  year,  and  why 
shouldn’t  we  face  the  fact  now 
before  it  is  too  late?

For  some  years  the  Y News
